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Vale One-Way Plan 
May Create Rather 


In a rather surprising decision, the state 
Department of Public Works has approved 
a proposal to allow one-way traffic on River 
Street in Ballardvale during peak traffic 
hours, to relieve traffic conditions in the 
Ballardvale area. 

The approval was received Wednesday by 
Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony who 
indicated that considerable work, letters 
and meetings will have to be scheduled 
before the plan can be implemented 

The plan, approved by the selectmen in 
late June, calls for making River Street 
traffic one-way northbound from 7 to 9 a.m 
and one-way southbound from 3 to 5 p.m 
Monday through Friday. The selectmen 
said they would post ‘‘Do Not Enter’’ signs 
listing those hours at each end of the street 
to head off Lowell Junction traffic 

A traffic consultant who appeared before 
the selectmen in June to discuss Lowell 
Junction traffic problems and solutions dis- 
couraged the board from voting for that 
plan because he said the state was unlikely 
to approve it 

Consultant Norman Abend said the plan 
would cut off Lowell Junction from the rest 
of the town during rush hours. But Select 
Donn Byrne said industrial traffic 
take Route 125 to Ballardvale Street 
in Wilmington as an alternative route from 
the industrial area to Route 93 

Mahony said that there are many prob- 


mal 
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lems to be ironed out before the proposal 
in be implemented. The approval will

ell Junct and school transportation 
Vhile ne neighbors who will benefit by 


no doubt be more than 
th the proposed relief to an ag 
old traffic problem in the Vale, those living 
along River Street and adjacent roads are 
expected to be greatly disturbed by the 
inconvenience it will cause 

Mahony also expressed some 
noting that for those having to go some 
distance out of their way to reach their 
may be inconvenienced, the 
town must think of those people who are 
living within the confines of the one-way 
system. These people,. he said, could inad 
vertently make a wrong turn leaving their 
residences and wind up in a serious acci- 
dent 

As for school bus transporation, buses 
will now have to proceed over River Street 
into Wilmington and return in order to 
make pupil-pickups which will add mileage 
to the total route. 

The town manager said that while the 
selectmen will be informed of the decision

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Document Center 


The Northeast Document Conservation Center that rescues 
historically valuable books and documents from crumbling 
and fading into oblivion has received a 35 percent increase in 
state funding, State Representative Sue Tucker of Andover 
has announced 

The 10-year-old center was awarded $37,750 from the Massa- 
chusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities for fiscal year 
1984 which began July 1, Tucker said. The grant represents a 
$9,750 increase over last year’s funding level of $28,000. 

Libraries and historical groups throughout the Northeastern 
United States frequently call upon the conservation center for 
help in salvaging valuable posters, books, documents and 
other materials that have fallen victim to water damage, 
insect infiltration and fading 

Restoration specialists from the center also conduct on-site 
consultation surveys of archives, museums and other facili- 
ties, providing advice on how to preserve and protect precious 
historical collections 

Tucker said the state arts council has awarded the center 
$12,750 to continue such on-site inventories of repository 
institutions in Massachusetts 

The remaining $25,000 in state funding awarded to the 
center will be used to help finance a broad range of other 
activities, including washing, de-acidifying and repairing an- 
tique documents, prints, drawings and even 19th century 
wallpaper 

State money also will help support the center’s free disaster 
telephone hotline for libraries and museums facing floods, 
fires or skunks in their basements. Other activities to benefit 
from the state funds include restoration or rare and fading 
photographs, microfilming precious documents for mass dis- 
tribution on microfilm and rebinding worn books by hand 

Ann Russell, director of the conservation center, called the

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Major Textile Collection Goes To Valley Museum 


The Merrimack Valley Textile Museum has ac- 
quired.,a group of nearly 40 historic household 
textiles from the collection of Helen D. Young of 
North Hanover 

These linens, which range from simple hand 
towels to table and bed coverings, are all handwov- 
en pieces made in the northeast before 1900. The 
collection includes a wide variety of weave struc- 
tures from plain weave to M’s and O’s to twill block 
damask. Many pieces exhibit a complexity and 
fineness of craftsmanship indicative of the work of 
professional weavers. Of particular interest are 
two textiles woven in upstate New York n 1835 and 
1841 by James Cunningham and Samuel Butterfield 
Both pieces hava a jacquard-woven design found in 
coverlets made by the two men. The addition of 
these textiles to the museum’s collection, which 
already includes a Cunningham coverlet, helps to 
document the variety of work produced by profes- 
sional weavers in the 19th century 

Mrs. Young began collecting textiles in the 1940s 
as an outgrowth of her interest in handweaving and 
concentrated on acquiring pieces which showed a 
diversity of weaves. She gave workshops and semi- 
nar in the United States, Canada and England. In 
addition to the household linens, Mrs. Young col- 
lected a very large group of coverlets, some of 
which were acquired by the museum in 1965 

These linens reflect Mrs. Young's interest in 
structures and regional variations, but also her 
understanding of textiles as an art form. Some of 
the pieces are the result of unpracticed home weav- 
ing of necessities, while others were mant to show 
textile and embroidery skills. Still more were the 
careful and consistent work of professionals who 
combined technical abilities with an appreciation of 
form and design to produce beautiful and useful 
objects

ANDOVEI 
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A Dream Come True As She Completes Run In ‘Annie’

Robin Hessman, age 10, has ‘‘always”’ 
been a fan of the musical Annie. She re- 
members seeing a Boston production of the 
long-running show, with its row of orphans’ 
beds lined up onstage: ‘I never dreamed 
that 1 would be in one of those beds, and 
another audience would be looking on,’’ she 
says, grinning. 

But Robin, the daughter of Erika and 
Lawrence Hessman of Rolling Ridge Road, 
has spent her summer playing one of six 
orphans in a production of Annie at the 
Town and Country Playhouse in Salem, 
N.H. with a company of professional ac- 
tors. And, she says, ‘‘It’s exciting, I'll tell 
you that!”’ 

Producer David Garmel has recreated 
the staging and choreography of the origi- 
nal Broadway production, and the cast — 
except for the orphans — is made up of New 
York pros. Six local girls were chosen to 
play the orphans from among more than 100 
who auditioned in late June. 

In rehearsal since July 7, Annie opened 
July 27 and has been playing five nights a 
week, with Wednesday matinees. The cur- 
tain rises at 8:15 p.m. at Salem (N.H.) High 
School Thursday through Saturday this 
week; the play ends this weekend with a 
final performance at 7 Sunday evening 

Robin plays Pepper (‘‘the tough one’’), 
the part she had hoped to win. ‘‘I like my 
character — she’s a lot of fun. There are a 
lot of funny moments.”’ She has one of her 
favorite lines when Pepper walks into Dad- 
dy Warbuck’s magnificent mansion and 
says loudly, ‘‘Who'd want to live in this 
dump?”’ 

She points with pride to the good review 
the orphans received from a local drama 
critic for their big production numbers, 
‘Little Girls,"’ and ‘‘‘You’re Never Fully 
Dressed Without A Smile.”’ 

Dark-haired, bright-eyed Robin bubbles 
over with energy and enthusiasm for the 
play. She wasn’t very nervous during the 
audition and hasn't suffered stage fright, 
she says not surprising, since she is a 
veteran of school and community produc- 
tions 

‘In school (Pike School, where she will 
start sixth grade in the fall), we always did 
all sorts of little skits, drama and puppet 
shows,’ she explains. ‘I've always been 
interested in acting — it’s a lot of fun, just 
pretending all these things.”’ 

The young actress/singer/dancer has per- 
formed with Andover Children’s Theatre, 
Andover Community Theatre, a junior com- 
pany of the Merrimack Valley Dance Col- 
laborative, the North Reading Theatre 
Workshop, and the Jelly Beans, a group of 
youngsters from the Y.M.C.A. who have 
performed all over Andover, including at 
this vear’s Clown Town. She studies dance, 
voice, drama and music and finds it all 

really fun 

She has never worked harder than she has 
in Annie, where rehearsals at Bradford 
College first lasted about five hours, and 
then started getting ‘longer and longer’ 
until the cast was rehearsing from 7 a.m. to 
3 a.m., Robin says 

Working with the choreographer, the or- 
phans first learned their dance numbers, 
then their songs, and finally their other 
scenes. Robin hasn't had any trouble learn- 
ing her part, but it is hard to get it perfect, 
she says: ‘‘Every day we get a series of 
notes on what we should work on and what 
we did wrong. Sometimes you really think

you're doing something right — but then 
you realize you're not.”’ 

The orphans’ dance routines are demand- 
ing, Robin says, especially when they have 
to ‘‘freeze’’ into poses without moving a 
hair during two songs: “Little Girls,’’ 
where she freezes into a card game that 
later erupts into a fight with another or- 
phan; and ‘‘You’re Never Fully 
Dressed where she leans on a desk 
listening to a radio broadcast 

Getting into character takes a little con 
centration, she adds. ‘‘I'm pretending that 
I've been in an orphanage all my life, that 
I've been beaten. I try to get really mad 
inside. You feel like you're a whole differ 
ent person.’ Onstage she bullies her fellow 
orphans, poking them and pushing them 
around but offstage, ‘‘We’re all really 
good friends.’ 

To play Pepper, Robin gave up a chance 
to compete in the finals of a national talent 
competition sponsored by Talent America. 
She won a preliminary competition in the 
musical comedy category in April (singing 
“You're Never Fully Dressed Without A 
Smile’’), and could have competed for a $4,- 
000 scholarship to New York City’s Ameri- 
can Academy of Dramatic Arts in New 
York in July. 

But the finals would have interfered with

Annie rehearsals — and Robin chose the 
play. “I can always compete again next 
year,’’ she explains, ‘but I can’t be in Annie 
again.”’ 

She has no regrets. The long hours and 
hard work have ‘‘definitely’’ been worth it, 
Robin says. “This has been my favorite 
play.’ She’s ‘‘picked up a lot of little tips” 
from working with professionals like Wen- 
dy Coates, who plays Annie 


‘I’ve gotten a lot better just watching 
Wendy,”’ she notes. ‘‘You have to put your 
whole self into it. Like when she loses Sandy 
(Annie’s faithful dog), Wendy really cries.”’ 

And she has formed friendships with 
many members of the cast, she adds. When 
the play ends, ‘‘it’s going to be sad. I'll miss 
a lot of people 


Other highlights of the experience for 
Robin: the ‘really nice’ dressing room, 
with ‘‘wigs and costumes all over the 
place’; writing graffiti on the orphanage 
walls as part of the set (she wrote ‘‘Pepper 
Was Here’’); mingling with the audience 
after each performance and signing auto- 
graphs for awestruck youngsters (‘‘the 
little kids are so cute!"’); and just watching 
the whole production come together, from 
first rehearsal to first performance, from 
behind the scenes. 


Robin thinks the stage show is better than 
last summer's movie version of Annie, al- 
though she notes with some envy that in the 
movie, ‘Pepper has a bigger part’’ — and 
in the movie, the orphans got to play with 
Sandy, too. (‘That would've been a lot of 
fun. But I guess it would have been too 
demanding on the dog.’’) 


After the play ends Sunday night, Robin 
won't have much time to feel let down 
She'll leave Monday morning for the Stage 
Door Manor performing arts training camp 
in New York, where she'll take part in 
theatre games, cabaret performances, jazz 
classes and improvisation, and a major 
production at the close of the three-week 
session 


In spite of the whirlwind theatrical sum- 
mer she’s been swept into, Robin has no 
desire to plan her future around acting 
Inspired by her father, a physician, she 
Says, ‘I really want to be a pediatrician. 
I've wanted to be a pediatrician since I was 
eight 


‘But I never want to lose touch with my 
acting and dancing and singing,’ she adds 
quickly. ‘Acting is great — I love it. It may 
not be the best profession, but it’s great for 
just fun times.”’

Dean K. Webster, Jr. 


Prominent Businessman 


Dean K. Webster, Jr. prominent Law- 
rence businessman and civic leader, died 
Friday at Prescott House Nursing Home, 
North Andover, following a long illness. 

Mr. Webster was born in Lawrence May 
14, 1898. He attended Lawrence elementary 
and grammar schools and graduated from 
Phillips Academy, Andover, in 1915. At 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology he 
majored in chemical engineering, obtaining 
his degree in 1919. He worked for E.I. Du- 
Pont Company in Wilmington, Delaware, 
for three years prior to joining his father in 
the animal feed business. 

During the time of Mr. Webster's service 
with the company, the business grew from 
a small regional retail business to be the 
second ranking feed manufacturer in the 
Northeast, under the Blue Seal feeds trade- 
mark. He served as treasurer in the 1930s 
and 1940s and was elected president in 1951, 
chairman of the board in 1961 and honorary 
chairman in 1981 

Mr. Webster was very active in industry 
affairs. He served as president of the Bos- 
ton Grain and Flour Exchange and the New 
England Millers and Shippers Association. 
He was elected to several terms on the 
board of directors of the American Feed 
Manufacturers Association and two years 
as chairman of the board in 1955 and 1956. 

He was also active in banking circles as a 
trustee of the Lawrence Savings Bank, the 
Atlantic Cooperative Bank, of which he 
served a term as president, and a lengthy 
affiliation with the Bay State National Bank 
(now bank of New England/Bay State) as a 
member of the board of directors. 

Mr. Webster was actively involved in 
alumni affairs at Phillips Academy where 
he served as class secretary and sat for a 
term on the alumni council. He was a class 
agent for MIT and president of his MIT 
fraternity Phi Beta Epsilon. 

Kingman, as he was known to his family 
and friends, was also an outstanding civic 
leader. The list of his activities are impres- 
sive testimony to his deep commitment to 
community service. During his career he 
served as president of City Mission, which 
later became Family Service; director and 
president of Greater Lawrence M.S.P.C.C. ; 
director and secretary of the Lawrence 
Y.M.C.A.; campaign chairman and presi- 
dent of the Greater Lawrence Community 
Chest and trustee and first male president 
of Lawrence General Hospital from 1962-71 
and chairman of the board from 1971-73. He 
was also one of those involved in the found- 
ing of the Greater Lawrence United Fund, 
which later joined forces with neighboring 
communities to establish the Merrimack 
Valley United Fund 

Still other activities included: president 
of the Methuen Memorial Music Hall;

He joined the insti- 
tute in 1930 as a highway engineer and 
thereafter served in several capacities in- 
cluding chief highway engineer, chief engi- 
neer and general manager before being 
appointed president in 1947. 

He contributed many articles to the high- 
way engineering trade press and addressed 
most of the industry’s major conventions. 
He was a former director of the American 
Road Builders Association, a trustee of the 
Automotive Safety Foundation, a member 
of the Highway Research Board and the 
American Society of Civil Engineers. 

He is survived by his wife, Violet N. Gray 
of Sarasota, Fla.

John C. Bresnahan of 144 Berkeley St., 
Lawrence, a former prominent member of 
the Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives, died July 31 at his home. He was 63. 

A Lawrence native, Mr. Bresnahan lived 
in the city throughout his life. He was edu- 
cated at St. Patrick’s Grammar School and 
Lawrence High School, where he was cap- 
tain of the football team during his senior 
year.

Resolve Castle Heights Problem 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The Planning Board this week began pro- 
ceedings that may see them modify or 
rescind the approval of plans for a two-lot 
subdivision off Castle Heights Road that 
was approved by default last month. 

At a public hearing on the plans Tuesday 
night, the planners indicated that according 
to special town counsel, they have the right 
to vote to modify or rescind the approval 
even though that approval was granted au- 
tomatically, with no planning board action. 

T.D.J. Development Corp. would like to 
build a house on a 2.2l-acre site off 
Smithshire Estates and Castle Heights 
Road, next to an existing house with front- 
age on Smithshire Estates. The two-lot par- 
cel is owned by Dennis and Ruth Chantiand. 

The plan was constructively approved 
(automatically approved, with no public 
hearings or planning board modifications) 
on July 4 because the board failed to act on 
the plan before their legal deadline. (When 
a developer files a plan for planning board 
approval, the board has 60 days to vote on 
that plan, unless the developer requests an 
extension. ) 

However, Community Development and 
Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore ex- 
plained Tuesday that in the opinion of Spe- 
cial Town Counsel Thomas Arnold, the 
planners may vote to modify or rescind that 
automatic approval if the property has not 
been mortgaged. 

Atty. Reginald Marden, representing the 
developer, told the board that ‘‘to the best 
of my knowledge’’ there is no mortgage. 
Chairman Jerry Greer then opened the pub- 
lic hearing. 

Engineer Gene Nysten of Nysten Engi- 


neering said the new house lot would be 38,- 
000 square feet. Located in a Single 
Residence B zone, it would be served by 
town water and sewer lines. The plans call 
for a cul-de-sac, but the developer is re- 
questing permission to not build the street; 
instead, a driveway would give the house 
access to Castle Heights Road. 

The engineer said he did not believe the 
new house would change-existing drainage 


“conditions in the area. He said drainage 


would continue to flow in a northeasterly 
direction. 

But several abutters said they fear build- 
ing there will increase existing drainage 
and siltation problems in the area. Michael 
Daily of 250 North Main St., a condominium 
development, said water runs over the 
property and onto the condominium site, 
creating a siltation problem. 

Cutting down trees and building a house 
will increase those problems, Daily main- 
tained: ‘‘It’s very hard to believe this isn’t 
going to exacerbate the situation.’’ 

The neighbors emphasized the potential 
drainage problems, but when questioned by 
planner Paul Curley, Julie Springwater of 
250 North Main said that was just one of her 
concerns. She said the plan would ‘‘squeeze 
a house into a very densely settled area’ on 
a ‘marginal lot,’’ and called that ‘‘of equal 
weight”’ with the drainage question. 

“I don’t want a house there,’’ Springwa- 
ter said. 

And Edward Bodenrader of il Castle 
Heights Road said that in addition to the 
drainage problem, there is no adequate 
access to the public road from the site. 
Bodenrader said the developer would have 


Andover Realizes Gain 
In Reimbursements 


Andover will receive $140,405 in additio- 
nal state funds this fiscal year, according to 
cherry sheet figures received this past 
week 

Anthony J. Torrisi, director of budget and 
finance, has informed Town Manager Ken- 
neth R. Mahony and selectmen that, while 
the increase is welcome, it represents a 
little less than anticipated when increased 
state aid was forecast some months ago. 

But, Torrisi points out, the additional 
funds are over and above anticipated reve- 
nues used when developing the town’s 1983- 
84 fiscal year budget. 


Additional funds may be forthcoming 
through increased state aid to the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School, Torrisi said. 
The regional school received an increase of 
$1,404,420 of which $77,243 should be used to 
reduce Andover’s assessment. The law re- 
quires reimbursement to towns and cities 
when the state increases aid to regional 
schools, and the town will contact the re- 
gional school committee regarding the lo- 
cal assessment reduction. 

Torrisi feels that while some categories 


in the cherry sheets have to await various 
legislative actions before being finalized, 
many of the figures could be available soon- 
er in order to facilitate financial planning 
by communities. 

Formulas for distribution of funds are 
established and could be applied to those 
specific categories and supplied to towns 
and cities so that work on establishing a 
fiscal year budget could be more accurate, 
particularly in towns where the figures are 
presented to open town meeting, the direc- 
tor feels. 

While Andover’s total increase: in state 
aid forecast for this fiscal year is $299,758, 
the net gain of only $140,405, results from 
reductions in state aid in some categories 
and increased assessments in others. 

Andover’s share of reimbursement for 
loss of taxes was $5,034 lower this year. 
Education reimbursement is also down by 
$66.149 and general government reimburse- 
ment is reduced by $61,239. 

An increase of $47,033 is assessed to And- 
over for county costs and $376 is added to 
the transportation assessment. State as- 
sessments are $20,478 less. 


to bring heavy equipment over his land to 
get to the site. 

He added that there could not be adequate 
fire protection, and that snow plows would 
plow snow from the site down onto his 
property. 

But Marden said Castle Heights Road is a 
public way, and the developer would have 
access to the site: ‘There is no problem 
there,”’ the attorney said. 

And Daniel Frishman of 14 Castle Heights 
Road, the only neighbor to speak in favor of 
the proposal, said the new house might 
improve the area, which he said is now an 
unsightly ‘‘no man’s land.” 

The lot is ‘‘very large compared to other 
lots in the area,”’ Frishman said. ‘‘The area 
isn’t crowded. There's lot of open space. I 
don’t see why another house here should 
hurt anybody.”’ 


He added that although he had had silta- 
tion problems in the past, during the past 
year the problem has ‘‘become minimal’’ — 
and he said the new homeowners would 
probably try to alleviate the problem, since 
drainage would run over their property. 
Frishman also disagreed that there would 
be a problem with snow plowing. 

The planners indicated that a new storm 
drainage system for Castle Heights Road, 
which now has no drainage, could help solve 
the siltation problem; abutters agreed that 
water was coming not from the lot in ques- 
tion but from a point above the lot, and 
running over that lot. 

Greer said that as of July 12, the planners 
have 60 days to vote on modifying or re- 
scinding the plan. He said they will discuss 
and possibly vote on the proposal next Tues- 
day night and during their Aug. 23 meeting.

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A Warning To Be Heeded 


This past week a motorist escaped serious injury when her vehicle was 
struck by a train at a Lowell Junction railroad crossing. 

Details of the accident are not as yet final, thus it can not be determined 
whether the signals were in operation or not. 

But, the accident serves to point up a danger which was noted by Police 
Chief James R. Johnson following the accident, namely, that too often 
motorists become impatient at railroad crossings and proceed. 

The dangerous practice exists at all railroad crossings in Andover and 
elsewhere, whether there are gates in use or not. 

Often motorists have been seen trying to beat a train by going around the 
single automatic gates. 

Sometimes people say they couldn’t hear the train’s horn as it ap- 
proached. But, the blinking lights are there to warn, of the impending 
approach. 

Police note that the town has been fortunate in recent years, having 
investigated several near misses at railroad crossings. There was a 
fatality at the Essex Street crossing several years ago. 

Best advice when approaching a crossing, then, is to remember that 
patience is a virtue and that the signals are placed for a purpose--- it is a 
warning to be heeded.

A plea to let our government rest on tangible values rather than on 
temporary intangible values was made by Tax Commissioner Henry F.

25 Years Ago — July 1958 

The $26 per thousand tax rate estimated by the assessors three months 
ago was confirmed Monday evening when by unanimous vote the board 
established the figure as the official 1958 levy. Last year’s rate was $64 per 
thousand. The big decrease was the result of a revaluation survey which 
boosted property values to $77,000,000, nearly four times the valuations of 
the previous year. 

The town’s plan to improve Andover street from the Shawsheen river to 
Woburn street, voted by the board of public works on July 21, was held up by 
the board at Monday night's meeting.

A proposal to relocate a portion of Main street west of Phillips Academy 
buildings for safety and in view of the continuing growth of the town, is in 
the preliminary stages of consideration by town and state officials. Freder- 
ick A. Stott, secretary of the academy, reports the plan calls for relocating 
the state highway from a point at Hidden Road to loop around the open area 
of the west quadrangle, the infirmary building and power plant and rejoin 
the present route 28 at Morton street.

Gold, having lost to North Andover 10-2 and beaten South 
Lawrence West 8-5 (nine innings) in its first two games, 
remained alive with a 14-4 romp over South Lawrence East 
before being ousted by intra-town rival Andover Blue 6-3 in 
the semifinals. 

North Andover (3-0) went on to capture the playoff title, 
edging Blue 3-2 in the title round. 

Andover Gold completed the league portion of its 1983 
season with a 13-8 overall record, coming on the heels of back- 
to-back 26-3 and 24-3 championship years. Gold has now won 
148 games the last six years, losing only 31. 

The Gold and Blue teams will now combine, along with 
several other players from throughout the league, to compete 
in a pair of invitational tournaments in Waltham and Saugus. 

Andover is the defending champ in the 13-year-old division 
of the Saugus tourney. 

Members of both teams will also be traveling to Montreal, 
Canada, next week for several games against youth teams 
from that city. It marks the 13th annual trip to Montreal, with 
other attractions including an Expos’ game at Olympic Stadi- 
um and a visit to the Man and His World amusement park.

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Andover Projects Get 
‘Out Of A Pickle’ 


The library addition and East Junior High 
Renovation projects being dene through 
private enterprise for tax credits is no 
longer ‘in a pickle.’ 

Threatened by being exempted from the 
tax credit provisions which allow private 
industry to do the work and gain tax credits, 
thus saving municipalities thousands of dol- 
lars in construction costs, the two Andover 
projects have been exempted from the law 
through the efforts of Congressman James 
Shannon and former Congressman Paul W. 
Cronin 

The bill, now making its way through the 
House, is called the ‘Pickle Bill,’ because 
its author is Congressman John Pickle of 
Texas. It is aimed at exempting school, 
library or municipal construction from the 
tax credit provisions, and carries a retroac- 
tive date of May 29, which would have had 
an effect on the-two Andover projects 

Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony said 
this week that Congressman Shannon's of- 
fice was very helpful in getting the provi- 
sions exempting the Andover projects 
inserted into the law. Also, former Con- 
gressman Cronin went to Washington last 
week to assist in the matter and between 
the two came up with the wording which 
provided the adequate assistance 


Eagle Restoration 
Begins Second Year 


With the arrival this week of four baby bald 
eagles from Manitoba, Canada, a project designed 
to restore this American symbol to the State of 
Massachusetts enters its second year. The goal of 
the Eagle Restoration Project is to ensure the 
successful return of these proud birds as a breeding 
species in the Commonwealth 

The project represents a cooperative agreement 
between the Massachusetts Audubon Society and 
the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life. Funding for two years of the five-year project 
has been provided by Bank of Boston, which has 
used the eagle as its corporate symbol for nearly 
200 years 

According to Project Leader Jack Swedberg of 
the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life, the restoration project is based on experience 
indicating that eagles return to breed at the site 
where they were nurtured. Swedberg and his asso- 
ciates will place the baby eagles in an artificial 
nest, or ‘hacking tower,’ in a wilderness area at 
Quabbin reservation in central Massachusetts. To- 
ward the end of the summer, when sufficiently 
mature, the eagles will be released after having 
tags and small transmitters put in place

Basically the new provisions exempt pro- 
jects which have been planned or started 
prior to the May 29 date. Both the library 
addition, now in the planning stage follow- 
ing town meeting action in the spring, and 
the junior high renovations, started this 
past year, now fall into this category. 

Mahony noted that the bill itself may be 
rejected by the congress, but having the 
Safeguards there allows Andover to proceed 
with the construction and planning of the 
two projects. 

As for the additions and renovations for 
Memorial Hall Library, Mahony said that 
final design plans are due this month and 
following review, all developers interested 
In assuming the ownership and construction 
of the building will be invited to examine 
the plans and make proposals. 

The town will also go before the legis- 
lature for approval of the project as 
planned through the tax credit process. It 
has not been determined as yet what ap- 
proach the town will take in making its 
presentation, examining what happened on 
the East Junior High project with regard to 
labor costs before presenting the matter. 
Work stoppage occured at East Junior High 
when bidding laws and labor agreements 
were questioned.
